THE TAPE RACKET. 


Tb/» Democratic party, "ira* to its 


time-honored cnstom," on the ere of 
each recurring election, is now engaged 
in private conversation, through its 
pres&nd on the stump, •lamoring for 
"railroad reform." 
In view of this fact 


it will be of interest to voters to exam- 
ine the Democratic record on this im- 
portant question and compare that with 
its profession. At the last session of 
the Nevada Legislature the House stood 
43 Democrats and 7 Republicans. 
The 


first Act introduced at that session 
effecting railroads was one to reduce the 
rate of freight from twenty cents per 
ton per mile to ten cents, and passenger 
rates from ten cents per mile to five 
cents. 
On the final passage sf this bill 


it failed by a vote of 20 in the affirma- 
tive to 21 in the negative. Among the 
number voting in the negative were two 
gentleman who are now prominent Dem- 
ocratic candidates for office: Mr. Geo. 
Ernst, candidate on the Democratic 
ticket for Surveyor-General, and T. 3. 
Bell, Democratic candidate for the As- 
sembly in Nje county. [See Journal of 
Assembly, 10 session, page 255.] 


The next proposition was an Act to 


regulate fares and freights on local roads 
in this State, and making n malarial re- 
duction in the rates charged. On the 
the affirmative and 20 in the negative— 
final passage of this Act there were 25 in 
failing to pass, as will be seen, by one 
vote, 26 being a constitutional majority. 
Toting against the passage of this bill 
we again find the names of George 
Ernst and T. J. Bell, either one of 
whom, it will be seen, could have se- 
cured the passage of the bill by voting 
in the affirmative. 
[See Journal As- 


sembly, 10 session, pngo 277.] 


On page 291 of the samu Journal we 


nod Assembly bill 132, an Act to es- 
tablish and fix the rates on railroads 
whose lines run through the State of 
Nevada, having especial reference to 
the Central Pacific, making n material 
reductian in the rates charged by that 
road. This Act, on motion of Mr. ilor- 
iarity, Democratic member from Storey, 
was indefinitely postponed by a largo 
majority. 


Still further along and toward the 


close of the session, the anti-railroad 
element brought forward Assembly bill 
145, 
an Act to regulate freights and 


fares on all railroads within the State. 
This bill was also indefinitely post- 
poned. [See page 308 same Journal.] 


Thus ended the railroad war in the 


Assembly at the 10th session of tho Ne- 
vada Legislature, composed, as before 
stated, of 43 Democrats and 7 Republi- 
cans. 


A MODERW SOPHIST.

THl IMPBOVEMENTS ON THE EOAD. 
Ever since the temporary suspension 


last December the energies of the man 
agfiment have been devoted to improv- 
ing the road-bed and properly ballasting 
it. One who then rode over the roac 
would now imagine he was riding over 
a different road ' entirely. The track 
has uot only been ballasted, but the 
whole of the first seventeen miles have 
been gone over and made almost new, 
In accordance with the general policy 
of 
tha 
sanctimonious, 
long-hairec 


Thomas that section had been built with 
an eye greater to speedy construction 
than genuinely solid building, for it was 
necessary that the pious gentleman 
should speedily sieza the coin on con- 
struction mortgage bonds, which 
saintly fingers were burning aud itching 
after. As a remit the greater part ol 
tha curves on the road were execrably 
laid and had all to be gone over again. 
The trestles have been carefully looked 
after aud a comfortable passenger coach 
put on the line, so that it is no wonder 
that parties who have beau traveling 
by stage over many weary mi las hail the 
Narrow Gauge statioa at Oneida with 
hearty delight. 


SCENES ALOSG THK EODTK. 


One of the great elements of cost, «s 


pecially in the first ten miles, ara the 
numerous high, long and costly trestles 
that were necessary. From the time 
after turning tha curve near the slaugh- 
ter house as far as trestle number three, 
a magnificent panorama of Beno and 
tke whole valley, is spread in view with 
enchanting effect. 
Tha EagHsh Mill, 


the various astounding curves, the sites 
of the various construction camps and 
springs along the route, occupy onea at- 
tention till the train reaches the fatuous 
five-mile cut. It will be recollected 
how gladly Moore was received in Reno 
and with what enthusiasm he was as- 
sisted until the people saw that it was 
all turkey and no buzzard for Moore, 
then they soared on him, and the five- 
mile point represents the climax of pop- 
ular entnnsiasm just before the pall of 
doubt spread over tha enterprise. On 
the day when the five-mile point was 
reached, a regular excursion party was 
made np and the cars transported them 
to that point of the road; a regular fes- 
tival was held, aud champagne corks 
popped high and low. The bigbugs and 
solid men of Bano generally were on 
hand in full force and nobody dreamed 
of near disaster ahead. To mark the 
festivity spot and the occasion, an empty 
champagne bottle was attached to asiga 
board np tha side of the cut, and it re- 
mains intact to the present day. The 
Summit is -he next point of interest 
reached, and tiorn this point can be dis- 
tinctly traced the two other survey lines 
on which it was proposed to run the 
road instead of its present line. One of 
these runs to the right of the Knglish 
Mill and up the canyons. It needed no 
trestle works,, but required an immeuso 
tnnnal half a mile long. The other 
route loads up the canyon near Evans' 
field. 
Though shorter, it was found 


that a great number of trestles would be 
needed, BO the middle course was chos- 
en. From Eeno to the Summit was en- 
tirely up a grade very steep and heavy, 
but when that point was reached every- 
thing was down hill. From this point, 
too, the road became more civilized and 
abandoned its torturous character, which 
make it deserve the name of the "crook- 
edest road in the world." Quite a num- 
ber of long stretches of straight track 
are traversed in view of Peavine and 
Lemmous' ranch. When Cold Springs 
are reached a fine view of tho dry hikes 
IB obtained. They are a perfect speci- 
men «' ths milages which lured so many 
famishing, thirst-tortured emigrants to 
terribl* death. Were the appearance at 
a distance of water to be the only de- 
ception it would not be very odd or 
wonderful; but over the whale of the 
dry bed Qoats a mist exactly resembling 
the scene of a sheet of water on a fnggy 
morning, which is caused by the lightest 
wind lifting the alkaali flour covering 
the surface. This is one of the most 
interesting sights along the road. Cold 
Springs is the only watering place after 
leaving Reoo, and furnishes excellent 
water, which is led from the springs up 
tha mountain side down to a large tank 
alongside the track. From here to Chat 
Roberts' and Dave Evans', at Onaida, 
in BIX miles, when tha head of Long 
Valley is reached. This is one of the 
oldest settled valleys in ths State and 
wonderfully fertile. 


ONHDA STATION. 


A handsome 
large passenger and 


'reight depot has been built at this 
point. It Btauda about 150 feet west of 
Dave £ vans' hotel and alongside the , 


track. Though long known at Antelope 
on account of there being another Ante- 
lope in the State, aud being desirous of 
having a postoffice, the people named 
the place after the township Oneida. 
After the arrival of the train, teams be- 
gan to pnll up at tha Depot Hotel in 
great numbers, awaiting the mail. The 
Antelope mine and works are about 
three and a half miles from the station 
aud it is rumored that the railroad com- 
pany will soon bnild a branch line ta 
the mine, from which they are guaran- 
teed plenty of ore every day. Bragg 's 
saw mill is also only a few miles distant 
and every day furnishes two car loads' 
of lumber for transportation to Beno. 


GAME IN THK SECTION. 


About eight miles from Oneida is a 


canyon that loeks to be only two miles 
off and is heavily timbered, and it being 
reported that gain 3 was absolutely dy- 
ing of ennui, thither the Beno nimrois 
wandad taeir way. After a jaunt of six 
hours, they returned, having succeeded 
in meeting a bear and two deer. Owing 
to the great distance, the warm weather 
aud cumbersome burdens, etc.. they did 
Hot carry these back with them, merely 
contenting; themselves with taking fine 
photographs of them, which all lovers 
of sport cau see by inquiring at the 
Lake House. 
It wag deemed advisable 


to do this as some scoffers might sneer; 
but now tha photographs will prove to 
ba the beat testimony. No quail nor 
grouse were seen, they having fled to 
the mountains at the first signs of the 
late i torrn. 
One email rabbit was 


Torough home however as a curiosity in 
natural history, ^At Last Chance, thir- 
ty mile* from Oneida, dear and small 
game are >**i<l to ba swarming. Near 
Bragg'B mill they are also comparative- 
ly plenty .
